Our Terms. 

Our terms are invariably Cash with the order. 

Visitors Welcome. 

Visitors arc always welcome, as we have somethin); of interest for them to see 
at all seasons of the year. 

Express. 

All orders for goods not stating the mode of transportation will be sent by Ex- 
press at the purchaser’s risk. 

Remittances. 

In remitting, send Money Order or Draft; if in currency, invariably register 
the letter, as we will not be responsible for remittances otherwise made. 

Postage Stamps. 

When you cannot procure a money order and cannot make change otherwise, 
we will accept Postage Stamps. We would prefer two, live and ten cent stamps. 

Postal Notes. 

Postal Notes are very convenient for small amounts, but are no more safe than 
money sent in an ordinary letter, as they cannot be duplicated if lost, and anybody 
that gets them can collect them. 

Our Shipping Facilities. 

Our shipping facilities are first-class, and the rates by express or freight from 
this point are much lesss to all the States South of us than they are from any of the 
Northern floral establishments; the time occupied in transit is also much less. 

Have Your Goods Sent by Express. 

If possible, have your goods sent by express, is always our advice, as you invar- 
iably get your plants in a bettercondition ; and. as an inducement, we send a lot of 
plants extra to help pay express charges, and we feel ourselves repaid by the better 
satisfaction our shipments will give you. 

Orders For Less Than One Dollar. 

No orders for less than one dollar will be sent by mail unless fifteen cents ad - 
ditional to the price of the plants be sent to pay postage. It is quite as much trou- 
ble to handle, and requires as much postage to mail, a fifty cent order as it does 
one for two or three dollars’ worth of plants. 

When Our Liability for Loss Ceases. 

We take a receipt for all plants delivered in good order to carrying company, 
when our liability ceases, and the plants are at the risk of parties ordering. W'> 
make no charge for drayage or packing. If mistakes occur, notify us at once; 
oteerwise, we are not responsible. 

Letters and Packages. 

Letters travel somewhat faster in mails than packages, so, if we write you a 
letter, and it reaches you before the plants, wait a day or two before writing, and 
give them the necessary time, and in ninety-nine cases in every hundred all will 
come out right, saving both of ns the trouble of writing. 

Be Patient. 

In our busy season the office work is so pressing that packages of plants fre- 
quently leave the greenhouse before we get an opportunity to write, and as this is 
unavoidable, we beg our customers, if any plants are missing, to kindly wait two 
or three days for a letter of explanation before informing us of the shortage. 
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C. O. D. Orders. 

C. o. I), orders must be accompanied by at least one-fourth of the amount in 
cash, and the parties ordering are to pay the express charges for collecting. Large 
orders for shrubbery, trees, etc., can go by ordinary freight, by. consigning to our 
own order and sending bill of lading by express, (!. 0. D„ endorsed to the parties 
ordering. Heavy express charges are thus avoided and collections facilitated. 

Wholesale Trade. 

We have constantly a demand from florists and dealers in the South for our 
wholesale trade list, and here wish to state we issue no Wholesale Trade List. We 
grow our plants in large quantities, and are able to give the lowest trade price on 
all goods we offer to florists and dealers. To all such purchasers, we say send us a 
list of what you want, and we will quote special wholesale rates, and can do as well 
for you as the so-called wholesale florists that sells to the florists and the florists’ 
customers at the same price. 

Mistakes. 

If anything is wrong with your order, do not think we intended it, for we have 
no interest in so doing; our interest is to give satisfaction, and that we are deter- 
mined to do; so should an error occur, kindly put it down as a mistake, notify us, 
and we will put it right- We wish ourcustomers would, in every case, keep acopy 
of their order, and verify it on arrival of plants; this will prevent mistakes as to 
what they “thought” they ordered, but which was never written upon their order 
sheet; and if not too much trouble, please drop us a card on the arrival of the 
goods. We are glad to know when you are pleased, and we wish to know of any 
dissatisfaction, that wo make it right. 

Addresses. 

Please be careful and write your Name and Address pi duly. We can readily 
make out what is wanted in an order, as we are acquainted with the names of all 
our plants, but we have no means of knowing what your name is or how it should 
be spelled unless you write it plainly. We receive many orders that are well writ- 
ten throughout, but when we look to see who sends them, the name is so carelessly 
written that we arc obliged to guess at it. Indeed, some forget entirely to sign 
their name. Again we would say, "please sign your name carefully,” as it will 
save us much annoyance, and possibly, prevent errors.

ROSES. 


S far hack as can be remembered, the Rose has been acknowl- 
edged as the "Queen of Flowers.” No garden, however 
small, is complete without Roses. There are no flowers 
grown that are more universally admired than the Rose, 
and their cultivation is yearly extending, as it becomes 
more generally known that they are so easily grown, and 
that they can he procured at so trifling an expense. All 
that is necessary is to plant them in a bed of deep, fresh, 
loamy soil, well enriched with thoroughly rotted manure, and they are as certain 
to do well as a bed of Geraniums. 

CULTURAL NOTES. 

PREPARATION OF THE GROUND. 

Roses will grow in any fertile ground, but are much improved in bloom, fra- 
grance and beauty by rich soil, liberal manuring, and good cultivation. The 
ground should he subsoiled and well spaded to the depth of a foot or more, and 
enriched by digging in a good coat of cow manure or any fertilizing material that 
may be convenient. Renew old beds by decayed sods taken from old past ure land. 
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PLANTING. 

When the ground is thorough prepared, fine and in nice condition, put in the 
plant slightly deeper than it was before, spread the roots out evenly in their natural 
position, and cover them with fine earth, taking care to draw it closely around the 
stem, and pack firmly down with the hand. It is very important that the earth 
he tightly firmed down on the roots, liudded ltoses should be planted three inches 
below the bud. Always choose the most favorable time for planting in your own 
locality. Roses can be planted as soon as convenientafterthe frost isover. Always 
select Ian open, sunny place, exposed to full light and air. Roses appear to the 
best advantage when planted in beds or masses. 

WATERING. 

If the ground is dry when planted, water thoroughly after planting, so as to soak 
t he cart h down below the roots, and, if hot or windy, it may be well to shade for a 
few days. After this not much water is required unless the weather is unusually 
dry. Plants will not thrive if kept too wet and without drainage. 

PRUNING. 

In most seasons it is best to prune established plants of hardy kinds in Febru - 
ary. Tender varieties, such as the Tea Roses and newly planted Roses, may be left 
till a month later. As a general rule close pruning produces quality, and long 
pruning quantity of bloom, (’limbing. Weeping and Pillar Roses should not be 
cut back ; but, the tips of the shoots only should bo taken off’, and any weak or 
unripe shoots cut out altogether. 

INSECTS AND DISEASES. 

THE APHIS. 

The Aphis or Green Fly is well known to all who have grown Roses. It is a' 
small green louse about one-eighth of an inch in length when fully grown, and 
through their slender beaks they suck the juices of the plant, always working at 
the tender shoots, and in a short time will, if unmolested, destroy the vigor or 
vitality of any Rose they infest. The best destructive agent to use against them is 
tobacco: if growing in a pit or greenhouse it may be burned so as to make a smoke. 

( ’are must be taken not to smoke it. too much : better light applications and repeat 
a couple ot times until the Hy is dead. If the plants are grown out of doors, and 
infested with tly, a liquid solution made from tobacco stems will be found an effi- 
cient method of working their destruction. Take some tobacco stems and place 
in a tub or vessel of some kind, and pour boiling water upon them until the liquid 

has the color of strong tea: after it off sufficiently to handle it, apply it to the 

Rose with a syringe or wisk broom: a little soft soap or whale oil soap added to the 
solution will greatly aid it in its efficacy. 

MI I. HEM'. 

This is a fungous disease often caused by great and sudden atmospheric changes 
and a long continuance of damp cloudy weather. The best remedy i.ssulphur, and 
should be applied the moment the disease makes its appearance, which is in the 
form of a white or grayish substance covering the leaves and causing them to eritn- 
tde and become deformed. The plants should besprinkled first with water so that 
the sulphur will stick: t lie best plan though is to apply it in the morning while 
the dew is upon the plants. Aftera few days the sulphur will all fall off and the 
mildew disappear. This treat merit applies to Roses which are grown both in-doors 
and out, tint it grown in a pit or greenhouse the best way is to mix the sulphur 
with water to the consistency of a good stiff paint, and apply it to the pipes or 
heating apparatus in the house with a brush. The fumes given off from this will 
at once check the ravages of the mildew. 

REH SPIDER. 

This is a most destructive little insect, and generally commits its ravages in a 
greenhouse or pit. and only make theirappearanee when favored by a hot and dry 
atmosphere. These are very small, scarcely distinguishable by the naked eye; if 
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isolated, they are of a dark reddish brown color, found on the under side of the 
leaves, and cause the foliage to assume a yellow tinge, and soon make licldy the 
plants they infest. A few applications of whale soap dissolved in warm water, 
mixed with tobacco water, applied with a syringe and thrown upward so as to 
strike the under side of the leaves, will soon destroy them. This insect does not 
attack plants that are syringed with water daily. and all plants grown under glass, 
not in flower, should be sprinkled overhead with water daily. 

BLACK SPOT. 

This disease seems to be troublesome in many places, and Hose growers in the 
Northern States have suffered much from its ravages. It has of late made its ap- 
pearance in many places in the South, although at present it is not generally 
known. I he Hybrid Perpetuals and the Hybrid Teas appear to suffer must from 
it. Asitsnameimplies.it is a black spot that comes upon the leaves of the Hose, 
and gives it a somewhat blighted appearance. As soon as the plant becomes in- 
tested with it. it loses all its vigor and will cease to make further growth. The real 
cause of Black Spot is at present a disputed question. Since the causes from which 
it emanates is so badly understood, it is of course euually diilicult to suggest a 
remedy. When grown in greenhouses, the best means of checking the disease we 
have found is a healthy, dry atmosphere at night and a free circulation of air dur- 
ing the day, with a little fire heat to counteract any cold draughts. Where Hoses 
arc infested with Black Spot in the open ground, the best remedy is to cut the 
plants back and remove all leaves infested: when it. starts to grow again the chances 
are that the Black Spot will not appear. 

• ROSE HOPPER. 

This is another troublesome pest with which the Hose is aff licted in the open 
ground. It is a small yellowish white insect about three-twentieths of an inch 
long, with transparent wings. Like the lied Spider they' prey upon the leaves, 
working on the underside. They go in swarms, and are very destructive to the 
Plant. As they' jump and tty frbm one place to another, their destruction is less 
easy to accomplish than is the case with otiier enemies. Sy ringing the plants with 
t Hire water, so as to wet the under side of the lea f, and then dusting on powdered 
hellebore or tobacco dust, will destroy or disperse them. 

ROSE SLUG. 

These slugs are the larva of a saw-lly, about the size of a common hoits^-Hy. 
which comes out of the ground during May and June. The female flies puncture 
the leaves in different places, depositing their eggs in each incision made: these 
eggs hatch in twelve or fifteen day's after they are laid. Theslugsat once com- 
mence to eat the leaves, and soon make great inroads upon tin 1 foliage if not 
checked. They are about one-half inch long when fully grown, of a green color, 
and feed upon the upper portion of the foliage. The best remedies arc powdered 
white hellebore, or a solution of whale oil soap. 

ROSE CATERPILLAR. 

These are the young moths or butterflies, varying from one-half to three-fourths 
of an inch in length. Some are green and yellow, others brown. They all envelop 
themselves in the. leaves or burrow in the flower buds. Powdered hellebore will 
prevent in a large measure their moving over the plants, hat the only method of 
killing them that is really effective is picking them off with the finger and thumb 
and then tramping them under the foot.

Is equally vital liable for 
Summer or Winter blooming: buds of 
beautiful form; an unusually free 
bloomer; color deep rose, shaded car- 
mine. 

A very strong grow- 
er: Mower large and double, and of the 
eontifolia form; color rosy vermilion, 
with centre of orange red. 

Countess Anna Thun. A strong bushy 
grower, with Mowers freely produced 
on short stems j Mowers extra line and 
large; color a rich orange yellow, shad- 
ed with silvery salmon. 

Chateau des Bergeries. Large canary 
yellow bud. nearly equal to Perl e des 
Jardins in size. 

Climbing Perle des Jardins. In this 
new sort we have all the good qualities 
which made its parent famous, viz.:

The bud 
is long in form, opening into a tine* 
double Mower of very great beauty and 
heavy texture: color a creamy yellow, 
shading to ochre at the centre; borders 
of the petals touched with rose. 

The bud is long 
and nicely formed, of orange red color;

Cultural Notes. 

WHEN TO PLANT. 

The Chrysanthemum may be planted any time in the Spring ns soon as frost 
is gone, and the ground can be worked, even up to the middle of June, and they 
will give good blooming plants in the Fall. The size of the plants is of little im- 
portance providing they are established, with good roots, and in a fresh and vigor- 
ous condition. 

SOIE. 

The Chrysanthemum thrives best in a compost composed of three parts of 
fibrous loam, one part well rotted cow manure, with the addition of about a six 
inch pot full of bone meal to a bushel of this compost, A handful or two of soot 
added to this will also keep it free from worms and add to the vigor of the plant. 
Dig the ground deep if cultivated in the open garden, and apply manure liberally. 
The Chrysanthemum is a gross feeder, and if well fed and properly thinned and 
pruned, the flowers will be large. 

DISBUDDING AND STOPPING. 

When your plant is six to eight inches high, cut back to a height of about four 
inches; allow four shoots to grow from this main trunk; when these four shoots 
are four inches high, pinch out the terminal bud, and save three or four of the 
branches that will spring from each of these limbs. Allow these last branches to 
attain a height of nine inches, then stop back for the last time. Allow one bud 
(flower) to a stem, and that a terminal hud. 

WHEN TO LIFT. 

In localities subject to heavy frosts in October and November, plants should 
be lifted into large pots or boxes by September 20th; after lifting them, drench 
thoroughly, and never allow them to suffer for water: give them manure water, if 
possible, once a week. If protected from frost by sheeting, they need not be 
brought into the house till well into October; and when brought in, place in a 
room without fire, and give plenty of air when not frosty. These instructions as 
to lifting apply chiefly to this State and further North. In all States South of this 
they do admirably in the open air. A covering of canvas is sometimes used to 
advantage when first Fall frosts appear. 

MILDEW. 

This is caused by cold nights succeeding sunny days, or two great extremes of 
temperature. Over crowding the plants and insufficient ventilation is another 
fertile cause of Mildew, Should Mildew actually appear, dusting the affected 
plants with powdered or flowers of sulphur is the best antidote, together with 
the maintenance of a dry atmosphere. 

BLACK FLY. 

The Black Fly or Aphis is the worst enemy the Chrysanthemum has to con- 
tend with ; it infests the little plants in the early Spring, and will stick to them all 
the Summer long if not destroyed. A good decoction of tobacco water applied 
by means of a syringe or wisk broom, will make the plant so distasteful to them 
that they will soon forsake it. Soap suds from the laundry, applied in the same 
way as the tobacco water, will also help to drive them away. In sections where 
tobacco stems can be procured cheaply, if they are kept sprinkled among the 
plants the insects will never molest them. 
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SHADING. 

If plants arc grown in pots it is necessary to shade them through July and Au- 
gust. With a light canvas shading through the warmest part of the day they grow 
more vigorously and the labor of watering them is reduced considerably. It also 
keeps up a vigorous growth and the plants are consequently not apt to get dry and 
hardened as if fully exposed to the sun. 

A FEW POINTS. 

Don’t expect large perfect flowers in poor soil from plants that have been 
dried up and neglected. Don't expect your blooms to he as fine as the catalogue 
cuts represent them unless you give them the same close attention as the blooms 
have had from which those cuts were made. Take any Chrysanthemum that you 
please, keep it growing and well fed. with plenty of drink; take the same variety 
and let it struggle along for existence, starved and thirsty. In the Fall cut u 
blossom from each plant and they will not resemble each other in any respect, 
not even in color. The same trouble will arise with a well grown plant if it is not 
carefully disbudded. Many a customer thinks his Chrysanthemum untrue to 
description, when the sole and entire cause of his disappointment is poor culture.

CULTURAL NOTES. 

A LTHOUGH Water Lilies may be cultivated in tubs, they may be grown to 
much greater perfection if allowed plenty of room, especially the larger 
growing tropical species. Those who wish to cultivate a number of kinds 
and have complete success, should build a tank about twenty by thirty feet, and 
two feet deep. If sunk entirely in the ground it would be more easily protected 
from frost in cold climates. But it may be partially sunken, and the soil which is 
taken out used as an embankment around the outside, sloping it up to the top. 1 
prefer that it should be sunk to the level of the surrounding surface, for the reason 
that the banks can be made more ornamental. It may be built of either brick or 
stone. The bottom may be laid with rough stone, or old brick bats, and grouted 
with cement, Or, if the soil is of a firm nature, a thick coat of cement alone may 
be spread upon it. This latter plan has been perfectly successful with us, though 
we consider a concrete bottom preferable. Provide means for emptying the tank 
of water, when desired; also, a waste pipe, near the top, for overflow. After the

walls have been built, and the bottom laid and grouted, the whole must receive 
an additional coat of cement. About four feet from each end of the tank, build a 
partition wall about twelve inches high. Bricks laid on edge will do, if laid in 
cement. These spaces can be cut in two by another partition. The compartments 
thus formed are for the purpose of confining the roots of the different kinds of 
Lotus within proper limits, and for planting those kinds of Nymphota which do 
better in such a position. The remaining portion of the tank can be taken up 
with pots, and large, shallow boxes, which will be movable at will. After the 
cement has properly hardened, fill the compartments and boxes with soil, and 
cover with an inch or two of clean sand. Kill the tank with water, and let it get 
well warmed before planting anything tender. As warm weather approaches, run 
a stream of fresh water in, for an hour or two each day, to prevent stagnation. 
When the surface of the water is covered with leaves, there is less tendency in this 
direction, and all that seems to be necessary is to replace what is lost by evapora- 
tion. The Lily tank must be placed in a warm and sunny position, for these 
plants will not do their best unless the water is thoroughly warmed. On the north 
side may be a border tilled with Musas, Cannes, Bamboos, Ornamental Grasses, 
Caladiums. etc., which form a tine back-ground for the Lilies, and give the whole 
a tropical appearance. 

SOIL FOR GROWING AQUATIC PLANTS. 


The best soil for growing all kinds of aquatic plants in gardens we have found 
to be good, rich loam, and the best decayed stable or cow manure, in equal quanti- 
ties. with the addition of about one pound of bone meal to a wheelbarrow load of 
the compost. Leaf mould or fine black peat can no doubt also be used to advan- 
tage. Riel) mud from the bed of a pond or sluggish stream will answer in place of 
the loam, but we do not consider it essential. The compost should be well mixed, 
placed in the tank, and covered with about an inch of good, clean sand to keep 
the manure from rising; then let in the water several days before putting in the 
plants. The soil for the Nelumbiums should be heavy loam, or heavy, greasy clay, 
well enriched, as for all other aquatics. They will not flourish in sund or sandy 
peat. 

WATER LILIES IN TUBS AND CEMENNT BASINS. 

A good degree of success may be obtained by planting them in large tubs or 
half barrels in the open air. either on the surface or sunk in the ground. They 
should be placed where they receive the full benefit of the sun for at least the 
greater portion of the day. If for the whole day. so much the better. Fill them 
about half full of the compost recommended for all aquatics. The large growing 
kinds would do better in large half hogsheads or tierces sawed in two. A very 
effective and inexpensive plan is to arrange the tubs in connection with a rockery, 
a large tub in the centre being placed somewhat higher than the rest and con- 
nected by pieces of rubber hose, so that the overflow from the large tub runs from 
one to the other, so changing the water in all. Oil barrels make good tubs. The 
space around the tubs is tilled with good rich compost, held in place by large 
stones, in which foliage plants, such as Sedums, Caladiums, Palms, etc., are to be 
planted. The effect produced in this manner is really beautiful. 

ENEMIES OF AQUATIC PLANTS. 

The conditions which we recommend for successfully growing tropical aquat- 
ics (i. e.. still, warm water, and rich compost) favor the growth of a low form of 
vegetable life called confervte, or green scum, which becomes very unsightly and 
troublesome unless eradicated. As the result of several years’ experience, we arc 
quite positive that if an abundance of Gold Kish are kept in the tank or pond, 
there will be no trouble in this direction. Other kindsof fish which are vegetarian 
in habit, might, perhaps, answer as well, but the German Carp is not to be recom- 
mended for tanks kept solely for the choicer varieties of aquatics, on account of 
their propensity for rooting in the mud and feeding upon the fibrous roots which 
proceed from the rhizomes of the Lilies. Should it be determined to keep a few 
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German Carp in the Lily Garden, it will be necessary to place whole pieces ol 
roofing slate or large pebbles on the soil around the crowns of the tender Nym- 
phceas. 


Nymphcea Rubra. This species is a

The male conies to the surface, takes a mouthful of air, goes about three 
inches below the roof of the nest and then ejects the air in small hubbies which 
naturally rise until they come in contact with the leaves or floating plains lie 
repeats this process until the nest is about one-fourth of an inch thick, when it is 
completed lie guides the female to the vicinity of the nest where she deposits the 
eggs, the male then gathers the eggs in his mouth and places them among the air 
bubbles.

The male now seems to be well aware of the 
responsibility resting on him. guarding them from enemies and supplying them 
with food until they are old enough to take care of themselves.
